What are llio Government going to 
do about tho drydock tenders? Do 
thej propose to avard tha contract to 
men who have no interest in the coun- 
try ; who have ije^er contributed a 
dime to its advancement ; and whose 
securities could not be rea«hed in case of 
failure, simply because ther chance to 
be the lowest tenderers by a few thou- 
sand dollars 1 According to the term 
of the advertisement the Government is 
not bound \o make the award to tho 
"lowest tenderer." They reserved to 
themselves the right to use their dis- 
cretion in tho interest of tho country. 
Tho proper exercise of that uiscrotiou 
should impel thorn to consider theclaims 
of the local bidders — men who have 
borne the heat and burthen of the day 
in the Province; who have anchored 
here with tli^ir families, driven perma- 
nent stakes into the ground, and ofler 
ample security for the proper fulfilment 
of the contract. The Government in 
this drydock business have acted in a 
manner that is^anything but creditable 
so far ; but there is still time left in 
which to retrace their steps. Ihey 
should yield gracefully in favor of local 
men. The expenditure of a few thou- 
sand dollars more or less ia neither 
here nor there when it is reflected that 
the money will be retained in the coun 
try and returned to the public purse 
through the various channels of trade. 
The Government must yield ; if not to 
reason, then to the pressure of their 
supporters in tho House. That pres- 
sure cannot be too quickly applied. It 
willprevent theconsummationof a great 
wrong. 

A PRACTICAL METHOD. 

The Americans are a practical people, 
and they propose to go after John 
Chinaman in a ])ractical sort of way. 
A hill has been introduced into Congress 
by which rice will be met with a duty 
of 4 cents per lb. Last year the to'.al 
importation of rice to San Francisco 
amounted to 01,500,000 pounds, of 
which 0,000,000 came from the Sand 
wich Islands under the reciprocity 
treaty, free of duty, and 55,000,000 
pounds were from China, yielding a 
customs revenue of ,$1,375,000. An- 
other bill will provide for imposing an- 
other internal tax of §3 or §4r per 
pound upon the manufacture of smok- 
ing opium from the crude material. The 
imported manufactured article, worth 
from $8 to $10 per pound, now pays a 
customs duty of $6; whereas crude 
opium, which is worth §3 or S-t per 
pound, pays a duty of only §1 per 
pound, and as it takes two pounds of 
crude material to mnke one pound of 
smoking opium, tha government Icses 
$4 revenue on every pound manufac- 
tured for smoking purposes in the 
country. Importations in 1878 aggre- 
gated 06,000 pounds of smoking opium 
and 300,000 pounds of crude opium. 
It is estimated that after making due 
allowances for the use of opium in 
msdicines, that a revenue of at least 
6400,000 may be seeured by levying 
the proposed tax upon its manufacture 
for smoking.

Proposed XndiErent Homo. 



To TIIK EDITOn OF TUK COLONMST: — 

Sir, — The proposal for a homo for In- 
digent poor is decidedly a step in tho 
right direction. I am glad to find our 
worth}' Mayor moving in the matter, 
but I think that unless thorough con- 
sideration is given to the project, there 
is danger of generositv being misguid- 
ed. 

The alleviation of distress and tho 
ministering to want are among the 
best impulses of human nature, but wo 
should bear in mind that anything that 
tends to pauperize or weaken self-re- 
liance, is certain to work disastrously 
to society at large. If a poor house 
is established, there are a certain num- 
ber of per.son.s in every community 
who from laziness and want of proper 
self-respect, assume that they bare a 
right to live at the public expense, and 
they eagerly seek to fill such an insti- 
tution, and the greater tho comfort 
and attention jirovidnd by tho homo, 
tho more of tho "loafing" element you 
attract. This is not intended as an argu- 
ment against establishing a homo for 
the assistance of really deserving desti- 
tute persons, which I heartily hope to 
see carried into operation. !My view 
is that in a small community such as 
this the multiplication of establish- 
ments should be studiously avoided 
otherwise the generosity of citizens is 
overtaxed and deserving charities ac- 
cordingly languish. This Indigent 
Home should be commenced in a small 
way, and quietly proceeded with. (A 
spasmodic effort is of little uso as tho 
institution must bo permanently main- 
tained). The Board of the Royal Hos- 
pital have already taken up tho sub- 
ject and have made application to the 
provincial 'government, for a grant to- 
wards the object. They projiose a 
building to be erected near by the Hos- 
piinl, in which convalescent and in- 
curables could be provided for, and tlie 
few indigent poor (for we may hope 
that luey will be few) be maintained at 
the same time. The Hospital Steward 
could superintend the discipline and 
the supplius, and the extra expense 
for permanent stafl' could be thus limit- 
ed to a kitchen assistant. The Hospi- 
tal Board could control the moiithly 
expenditure and management, and by 
an addition to the present subscription 
and list of contributors, the support of 
both sick and needy would be eflectnal- 
ly combined. Another not unimport- 
ant advantage of this plan would be 
that the (to many persons) objection 
able title of Indigent or Poor Houso 
would bo avoided.

Sir — There has been so much saiil and 
written of kte with regard to the let- 
ting of the contract for the constrnc- 
tiou of tho Esquimalt drydock to 
strangers in preferonce to local men, 
and such evil consequences not only to 
public but also to^privatc interestshavo 
been the result of a similar course pur- 
sued in the past, that a large propor- 
tion of tha pcoplo doubt very much the 
wisdom of the Local Govorninent in 
awarding tha contract of this important 
public work to a person or persons un- 
known in this Province. For the in- 
terest of ourselves and families, aiul 
for tho Province, wo should see that 
the contract for the dock is not given 
to an outsider. We have had one il- 
lustration that will not soon- be forgot- 
ten, where all employed have been 
kept without their wages for months, 
to the injury of not only tha mechanic 
and the laborer but all depeuding u{)0u 
tho industry of both. If wo wish to 
retain tho money to bo expended 
upon tho work in the Province, 
then, by all means, let us givo it into 
the hands of one of our own peo|)le, 
who will employ men (white men), 
who will expend their wages for the 
support of their families and relatives 
now living in thi.s Province; whose 
homes are here, whose all is here,whose 
interests are hero — not to strangers 
who will carry what they earn away to 
be expended anywhere but where it 
was earned, and for the benefit of any 
but those who paid the cash. No local 
firm will employ Chinese labour upon 
the work; but if an outsider has con- 
trol ho will become entirely indejiend- 
ent of all local infiuenccs and will do 
just what he pleases, as has already 
been done by the last contractor. 
Every dollar kept in the country is so 
much added wealth to tho place, and 
every dollar taken away is so much in- 
jury to it. These are self-evident facts 
that every man can see at a glance. 
Then it becomes our bounflen duty, if 
we take an interest in the welfare of 
ourselves or our children, to support 
those who support us, and to oppress 
those who work against our interest. No 
Chinamen must be employed upon the 
di ', clock. The local firm that carries this 
dor-trine out has our entire BU[)port, 
and *'ie Ministry who supports orcoun 
ten.itioes a firm that will employ them 
wo u.uu-idually and collectively will 
denounce.

EUROPE. 

Lo.vDON, Jan. 25.— -At u meeting at 
Dublin yesterday of the council of the 
Home Rule I^caguo, tho imines of fifty 
members, elected to .scrvti on tho coun- 
cil during tho ensuing year, wore read, 
showing the name of Charles Stewart 
Parnell at the head of the list. 

Pa!II», Jan. 24. — Tho Temps com- 
menting on the sympathy shown Par- 
nell by American dignitaries and legis- 
latures .says: Parnell has evidently 
been adroit in selecting tho time for his 
American campaign. A presidential 
election will be held in the course of 
this year, and tho vote of seven mil- 
lions of Irish electors is very import- 
ant. There is no wish to estrange tho 
Irish, and this is why Parnell is sup- 
ported. He will return to Ireland 
with tho prestige of great success and 
strenfjth given by a rcispectahlc sum of 
money. 

LoN'DON, Jan. 21. — As the dispatcli 
boat Lively, with the Prince of \Vales 
and Duke of Edinburgh on board, was 
returning from the steamer Samartian, 
whither they had been to bid farewell 
to Princess Louise, the Lively collided 
with the British ship Arnott Lyle, 
piercing the sido of the Lyle, The 
crew of tho ship kept her afloat until 
she was ilocked. 

Pahis, Jan. 21. — A resolution,adopt- 
ed on Friday at a meeting of tlie re- 
publican members of the left who fa- 
vor plenary amnesty, offering admis- 
sion to groups of the left, and which 
was agreed to by the extreme left, 
with certain reservations, is tho only 
result of efTorts to unite the republican 
left and the republican union as a 
single governmental party. 

In the chamVier of ileputies to-day, 
while tlie bill relating to jjublic meet- 
ings was under discussion, l ,oais Blanc 
insisted that the right of meeting and 
forming as.sociatioiis should be abso- 
lutely unrestricted as in England and 
tho United States. 

ViK.s.v.A, .Tan. 2,5.- -It is repoi'ted in 
court circles at St. Petersburg that tho 
visit of the Russian imperial minister 
of the household to Cannes is caused 
by the assiduous ofTort.s of the CV.aro- 
witch to restore complete harmony be- 
tween tlie tJzar and Czarina, disturbed 
by family afTair.s. The minister is order- 
ed to invite the Czarina on the 25tli 
auiu\ erKary of the Czar's accession to 
the imperial throne if her health will 
permit. 

LoXDOK, Jan. 25. — The British and 
Portugese troops are united in tho 
suppression of the slave trade through 
the Mozambique channel. 

LoNUOX, Jan. 24. — Intcliigciice is 
published here that the e.vploriiig ex- 
pedition under the head of Henry M. 
Stanley has established the first Bel- 
gian trading station on tho Congo near 
Yallada, which place is claimed by 
both England and Portugal. 

St. PnTKnsDumj, ,Ian. 2."). — The r/o/fw 
states that a large force of Chinese 
troops arrived on the Kuldja frontier. 
Seventy Englishmen are re])orted to be 
with the command. 

Tiie dohs reports that the cro|)H of 
1879 were unsatisfactory, and that this 
fact is causing apprehensions of dis- 
tress in several provinces. News- 
pa])ers now discuss the jn'obability of a 
necessity arising for the importation of 
American grain into Russia next 
spring. 

A ConscantiriO])le dispatch asserts 
that terrible distress prevails in Adriau- 
ople.

A disjmtch dated Teheran, 25tli 
inst, states^that a very large force ot 
Tekka Turcomans arrived at Dashl- 
berg, menneing coinmuuieations be- 
tween Chattee and Tchiakislar, and 
that a battle is imminent. 

Berlin, Jan. 24, — The new Prussian 
Cross Gazette denounces as a fabrication 
the statement that Russia had address- 
ed notes to the governments at V^ienna 
and Berlin, expressing a willingness to 
withdraw her troops now concentrated 
upon the western frontier, if the pre- 
sence of these troops is a source of un- 
easiness to tho cabinets of Austria and 
Germany.

Bl-ulkn, Jan. 2G.— The Duke of 
Marlborough, lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, has declined tho invitation of the 
lord mayor of Dublin to his banquet 
on the 3rd of February on account of 
resolutions adopted-at a meeting of the 
home rule members of parliament, over 
which the mayor presided. 

Davitt and Brennan, indicted for 
sedition, were to day entered to appear 
in Dublin in the Court of the Queen's 
Bench, 

Bekli.v, Jan. 26. — Doubbriel has 
presented his letter of recall as Russian 
ambassador. Sabouroff his successor 
has arrived. 

—The Czarina 
leaves for Ru.ssia on Saturday.

(Italian) double turreted ironclad 
Duillo, the most powerful war vessel 
in tho world, on a trial voyage Satur- 
tlay gave 14 miles per hour, working 
six-sevenths of her full capacity. She 
has a powerful ram, and at tho stern a 
torpedo boat. 

— The progressists 
will shortly hold a series of mass meet- 
ings to protest again.it the now army 
bill. 

DuiJLiN, Jan. 2G. — It is now gener- 
ally believed that the government in- 
tends to proceed with the prosecutions 
of Davitt, Daley, Killen and Brennan. 

Vienna, Jan. 26. — In the lower 
house of the roicbsrath to-day, Deputy 
Ilerrfux introduced a motion in favor 
of a general and simultaneous pro- 
jiortionate reduction of tho armies of 
European powers. 

Berlin, Jan. 26. — On the 25tli an- 
niversary of tho Czar's accession to the 
imperial throne of Russia the Prince 
of Wales and a German princess, re- 
lated to tho Emperor; will visit St. 
Petersburg with their numerous suites. 
It is expected that Prince Frederick 
Charles, of Prussia, nephew of Em- 
peror William, will represent Germany 
on that occasion. All tho German 
regiments, of which the Czar^is honor- 
ary commander, will send deputations 
to St. Petersburg. 

London, Jan. 20. — A dispatch fram 
Paris says that the German military 
bill has proxluced some uneasiness there.

A Vienna correspondent reports that 
there is a strong conviction in Austria 
that a military measure, intended to 
tako effect fourteen months henco, can 
hardly be connected with any immedi- 
ate apprehensions of political compli- 
cations. 

A Paris correspondent reports that 
in the senate yesterday Duo Do Brog- 
lie made an able speech against the 
Ferry education bill. 

The same correspondent announces 
that Fournier, a high functionary of 
the war niiuistry for twenty-five years, 
upon being siiniinoued to produce his 
accounts yesterday, blew out his brains. 

London, Jun, 29. — The St. Petens- 
burg correspondent reports that intelli- 
gence has been received from a well in- 
formed private source in Vienna to the 
efleet that Austro- Hungary, England 
and France have agreed to make joint 
roiHT'sentations to the jiorte for the 
specily execution of iirorisions in the 
treaty respecting Montenegro, tJreece, 
and the question of reforms. Germany 
and Italy, it is said, have promised 
their co operation, and there is reason 
to believe Russia will act with tho 
rest of Europe. 

A correspondent at Constantinople 
says the peoidc and press of that city 
are verj virulent against England on 
account of the German missionary in- 
cident. 

ViKNNA, Jan. 27.— It is reported 
from Teheran tiiat, under the inlluence 
of England, an understanding has been 
arranged between Persia and Beloo- 
cbistan, as against Afghanistan, and 
that Persia will occupy Herat. Beloo- 
chistan will receive a portion, of the 
Afghan territory in return for sup- 
porting English occupation of Candahar. 

London, Jan. 27. — -The Times' Ber- 
lin correspondent thinks that there is 
no fear that the contemplated mass 
meetings of progressists will have any 
efiect inasmuch as all other parties 
unanimously acknowledge the neces- 
sity of ihe proposed increase of the 
army. 

Di.'iiLiN, Jan. 27. — At a meeting of 
the town council to-day Lord Mayor 
Gr.ay informed the council of tho lord 
lieutenant's rejection of tlio invitation 
to attend tho lord mayor's banquet, 
February 3d, and his reasons for such 
rejection.

— A con- 
vention has been signed by SafvetPusha, 
Turkish minister of foreign aflairs, and 
Sir Austin Layard, for the suppression 
ot the slave trade in Turkey.

London, Jan. 26. — A Cabul corres- 
pondent reports that Ayoob Khan left 
Herat for Ghurziiea A Tiiim Cabul 
dispatch gives tho substance of a scliemo 
which the correspondent thinks will 
probably receive consideration at Lon- 
don and Calcutta. If the scheme is 
carried out, the British troo[i3 will 
imniediatt'ly witlulraw to Jellalabad, 
and a proclamation will be issued stat- 
ing that vengeance for the ma.ssacre of 
the British enibas.sy at Cabul being 
aatislied, the army withdraws to Jella- 
labad, leaving the Afghans to live un- 
der such a sovereign as they may elect. 
Until such a sovereign be firmly ostab- 
lish<!d the Queen forgoes the right un- 
der tho treaty of Guiulaniak to jilaco 
an envoy at Cabul, all communication 
with Cabul government being in tho 
meantime conducted by the Queen's 
special agent. Pending u peaceful set- 
tUinent of the country, Jellalabad and 
Candahar will be occu]iied Ijy British 
troops. The Queen will insist that the 
communication of the Afghan ruler 
with foreign governments shall be sub- 
ject to her appi'6<«fil. 

A disp."tcli from Cabul says: Casual- 
ties from battles have moderately weak- 
ened the actual strength of the regi- 
ments at the front. Native regiments, 
holding lines of coram mication, are 
also much used up. 

A dispatch from Gundamak says 
that all is quiet in Cabul, but that 
there are rumors in camp which are 
generally believed to jioint to tho 
fact that prejjarations uro being ni;ido 
by Afghans for another demonstration 
early in March against the British 
forces at Shirpsur.

— Parnell aud Dil- 
lon have prepared the following ap- 
peal to -the people of the Dominion of 
Canada: 

The extrenu! urgency of the distress 
in Ireland has induced us to appeal to 
the peo[ile of Canada. Famine is al- 
ready upon the ))eoi)le of the west of 
Ireland. Thousands are at this mo- 
ment starving, and up to this time the 
British government has taken no steps 
to save tho people from this awful fate. 
We appeal to the people of the Dom- 
inion to assist us in saving the lives of 
tho peasantry until we shall have suc- 
ceeded in arousing the government to a 
sense of its duty. Necessity is.pressing. 
Even if the government were to move 
at once, which they show no sign of 
doing, the machineiy employed by 
them is so cumbersome that no relief 
could reach the i)eople for about six 
weeks. In the interval thousands must 
perish. Let relief committees be form- 
ed in every city and town in the Dom- 
inion and all sub.scriiUions be foward- 
cd immediately to the credit of the 
Irish famine relief fund in tlui Nation- 
.'d Bank of Montreal.

A BYLAW 

To Amend Bylaw jVb. Ij'for fhe rrnltn-flvii 
of the Citij arjainst Fin'. 

WHiBREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend tho Bylaw " Por the Protec- 
tion of the City against Firo," dated tho 
third day of October, 18C2; 

Be it therefore enacted by tlio Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows : — 

1. Sections 7 ami 10 of the said Bylaw 
arc hereby repealed. 

2. Tho walls of all chiiniiies .shall not 
bo less than four ('1) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good linio nmrtar, 
all joiats befiig well ilushcd. 

3. Allfluesahallbo|i)argottedtliri)ni,'luiut ; 
the coating .shall not be less than tlirco- 
eighths of an incli in thicknes.s. 

4 All outer joints of chimncya shall ho 
flnt-joiiited with strong lime mortar im- 
mediately after tliu eroutioii thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or rest 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

C. Tho tops of all chimnoys shall beat 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it 
shall bo lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order tho same to be taken down, 
and it shall be tho duty of tho poi"son 
owning tho said chimney or occupying tho 
houso or premises whereon the same may 
be to take down such cliimiiuy within 
three daj's after ho shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
frajtion of any of tho provi.sinns of this 
Bylaw, rir of ili.sfibcilionci; to any order 
made in pursuiinco hisreof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of tho Peace for tho siiid 
City, forfeit, nt tho discretion of the Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of tho Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
.**25 for each ollenco, together with tho 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such £110, togrtlii'.r witli 
costs of prosocution, it shall be lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
tho Peaco co"- ' '.;ng as aforesaid to issue 
his Or their warrant to levy tho amount 
of fine and costs by distress and sale o! 
tho ofTcndcr's goods and chattels, and in 
case no suflicient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall be found, 
it shall be lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of tho Pcacu as aforesaid 
to commit the offender to tho Common 
Giiol for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

0. This Bylaw shall be read and con- 
strued with tho Bylaw hereinbefore men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may be cited for !vll purposes as "The 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of the City against Fire."
